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. Memphis bishop gives general absolution 


to 11,500 to ‘woo’ back inactive Catholics

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (NC)—More than 11,500 
persons on Dec. 5 attended an unprecedented 
Day of Reconciliation liturgy here at which 
general absolution was granted in a move to woo 


inactive Catholics back into full communion with 
the Church. 


Many of those who attended the two-hour-long 
ceremony in the Mid-South Coliseum said they 
received Communion for the first time in years. 


Bishop Carroll T. Dozier of Memphis, who 
began planning for the unique service last June, 


WASHINGTON [NC]—Archbishop Joseph Bernar- 
din, head of the U.S. bishops’ conference, stressed in 
a statement issued Wednesday [Dec. 8] that 
individual confession is still the norm for the Church, 
but he did not dispute the decision of Memphis 
Bishop Carroll Dozier to grant general absolution at a 
special reconciliation rite last Sunday. Archbishop 
Jean Jadot, apostolic delegate, said he did not have 
authority to grant or deny permission for the use of 
general absolution as some press reports indicated. 


said he was delighted ‘‘with this great 
outpouring of love and forgiveness and deep 
reconciliation that we saw here today. 

“IT WAS A clear demonstration that we 
accomplished all the dreams which we had begun 
to think about last June,’’ he added. 

A similar liturgy will be concelebrated on Dec. 
12 in Jackson, Tenn., for Catholics residing in the 
northern area of the state. 


For many of those who received the Eucharist 


for the first time in years it was a visibly

they returned to their seats in the cavernous 
arena after receiving Communion from one of.the 
60 priests or lay ministers of the Eucharist. 


In his sermon, Bishop Dozier said: ‘‘We 
promise one thing in return for God’s love and 
mercy. We will truly make the Diocese. of 
Memphis the Good Samaritan on the banks of the 
Mississippi, pouring the oil of mercy and love 
unto our fellow man, healing those whom we can 
reach.”’ 


After reciting the words of general absolution 
—which were echoed by the priests spread out in 
the crowd—the bishop prescribed the singing of 
the Gloria as the penance. 


A FEW WEEKS after plans for the liturgy 
were announced, the head of the diocesan 
marriage tribunal reported a ‘“‘marked increase’’ 
in the number of applications for marriage 
annulments reaching his office. 


To publicize the liturgy, two half-page 
advertisements costing a total of $1,700 were 
placed in a Memphis daily. Some 150 persons 
responded to an invitation to call the Church 
headquarters for further information. 


‘‘Most of those who called wanted to know if 
there were any strings attached to the general 
absolution,’’ said one diocesan spokesman. 
“‘These mostly were people who had just fallen 
away from their Church. No marriage problems. 
They just became lax for one reason of another.”’ 


THE SPOKESMAN said the. callers were 
assured that they would not be required to ‘‘go to 
confession’’ before receiving the general 
absolution and the Eucharist. 


They were told, however, they would be 
expected to confess their sins to a priest within a 
“‘reasonable time after the liturgy.’’ 


Jobs in jeopardy

The use of general absolution in such a 
ceremony attracted a great deal of attention 
among clergymen and others, not only in the 
United States but also abroad. 


ARCHBISHOP Jean Jadot, apostolic delegate 
in the U.S., wrote to Bishop Dozier several 
months ago to ask for details on the planned 
liturgy. 

After receiving Bishop Dozier’s explanation for 
the use of general absolution, the archbishop 
wrote back wishing the bishop well and thanking 
him for his efforts on behalf of the Church. 


Tuna boat crisis may hit three parishes

Three parishes watch as tuna fishermen in San 
Diego fight for the life of their industry. 


For many of the people in St. Agnes, Our Lady 
of the Rosary and Our Lady of Guadalupe 
parishes, the tuna fleet means survival. In 
jeopardy are their jobs which relate directly or 
indirectly to the fleet. 


AT THE HEART of the complex controversy 
are the concerns of ecologists for propoises which 
are sometimes killed as fishermen net schools of 
tuna. 


Carried to their ultimate extremes, under the 
federal Porpoise Protection Act of 1972, efforts to 
save the sea-going mammals by lowering the 
porpoise-kill limit would mean the death of the 
city’s tuna industry. 


The demise of the industry would eliminate 
many jobs, though estimates vary. Testifying at a 
government hearing on the issue, San Diego’s 
Mayor Pete Wilson estimated a possible loss of 
20,000 jobs. The San Diego. Chamber of 
Commerce, however, issued a report saying that 
4,300 jobs are at stake.

Bishop, priest, Sister killed 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Retired Bishop Adolph G. 
Schmitt, 71, of Bulawayo, Rhodesia, and two companions 
were shot and killed by a Rhodesian terrorist while traveling 
in a remote area of the Bulawayo diocese. A fourth member 
of the party was wounded in the attack. 


Dead along with the Bavarian-born bishop, who worked 
for 13 years in Dearborn, Mich., are Mariannhill Father 
Posenti Waggartner and Sister Francis Van den Vet. 


SISTER Ermenfried Knauer survived the shooting, which 
occurred after the four missionaries were stopped by a lore 
guerilla who asked for money. Told they had none, the 
guerilla opened fire, according to Sister Knauer. 


The Sister took shelter under the bishop’s car after being 
shot in the leg during the attack, which took place in an area 
north of Bulawayo. 

The Vatican daily, L’Osservatore Romano, blasted the 
slayer’s *‘merciless irrationality.”’ é 

BISHOP SCHMITT entered the Mariannhill order in 1926 
and was ordained in 1931. From 1932 to 1936 he worked in 
the Bulawayo diocese, then returned to Germany. 

He went to the United States in 1938 and supervised 
construction of St. Bernard’s Seminary in Dearborn. 

Bishop Schmitt returned to Bulawayo as bishop after his 
consecration by Cardinal Edward Mooney of Detroit in 1951.

Father Fox, who is also the diocesan 
Apostleship of the Sea director, ‘‘but if the 
fleet is forced out of business, or into foreign 
registration, the impact on our people will be 
dramatic.”’ 


The Portuguese of St. Agnes and the 
Italians of Our Lady of the Rosary pioneered 
the U.S. tuna fleet, based in San Diego. Of 
the fleet’s 2,000 fisherman, most are 
members of these parishes, according to 
Manual Silva, owner of two boats, president 
of the American Tuna Boat Association and a 
member of St. Agnes. 


And Father Brown notes that many of his 
Mexican-American . parishioners work at 
either the Van Camp or Sun Harbor tuna 
canneries, both of which might have to close 
their doors if the city lost the fleet. 


ON A LONG list of other jobs threatened 
are ship-building companies, ship chandlery 
(supply) business, salt suppliers, net repair 
businesses, fuel suppliers and many others. 
Conservative estimates of the incomes of 
cannery workers and fisherman alone run to 
about $100 million yearly. 


None of the porpoises concerned are the 
type known to the public through Sea World 
exhibitions, television and movies, accord- 
ing to Silva. 


He explained that when fisherman spot 
the surface-swimming porpoises they en- 
circle them with their nets to trap the tuna 
schools swimming beneath them. ‘‘Some 
porpoises get trapped in the bottom of the 
net and drown because they cannot reach the 
surface for air,’’ he said. 


BECAUSE OF this, ecologists fear that 
tuna fisherman may make the porpoise 
extinct, though scientists admit that no one 
knows how many porpoises there are. 
Ironically, the tuna fisherman themselves, 
have made intense voluntary efforts 'to save 
the porpoises, according to Silva. And 
ecologists concede the point. 


Next year, the fisheries service wants the 
porpoise-kill limit set at 29,000 animals. 
That, according to Silva, would make it 


impossible financially for the fleet to make 
enough trips to make a profit. Many boats 
operated in the red with this year’s 58,000 
kill limit, he said. 


“The boat owners would then be forced to 
register their vessels under foreign flags, or 
sell or lease them to foreign concerns,’’ he 
said. 


THE KILL LIMIT is now the subject of 
federal hearings which have now returned to 
Washington after several days in San Diego. 
According to Silva, the fate of the tuna 
industry will be known by the end of the 
year. 


Also concerned for the fishermen is the 
author of the Porpoise Protection Act, U.S. 
Rep. Glenn Anderson of Harbor City, who 
said the legislation ‘‘was never intended as a 
cudgel to beat the tuna industry to death.”’ 


Anderson praised the U.S. industry for its 
efforts to save porpoises noting that the 
kill-rate went from 600,000 in 1970 to 
130,000 in 1975. He also noted that 
elimination of the U.S. fleet would mean the 
end of any effort to save porpoises. 


“THE ONLY REAL conservation being 
practiced inthe eastern Pacific is being 
accomplished by American boats under U.S. 
jurisdiction,’’ he said. He added that if the 
U.S. boats are driven from the sea, they 
would be replaced by foreign boats ‘‘and the 
porpoise kill would almost certainly in- 
crease.”’ 


And back at Our Lady of Guadalupe, 
spiritual: home of many of the cannery 
workers, Father Brown maintains that the 
mentality that “‘porpoises are more impor- 
tant than people is sheer idiocy.’’ 


He also noted that if the fleet is destroyed 
the thousands of people thrown out of work 
“will have great difficulty finding new jobs 
in San Diego, an area that already carries 
one of the highest unemployment rates in 
the nation.”’

As every altar boy over the age of 30 knows, the 
words of the heading opened the ‘‘prayers at the 
foot of the altar’’ at the start of every Mass before 
Vatican Il. And we servers responded: ‘‘Ad Deum, 
qui laetificat juventutum meum.’’ | will go to the 
altar of God; to God the joy of my youth. 


There was great joy of past days permeating the 
thanksgiving Mass celebrated in his parish by the 
new Msgr. Patrick O’Neill, pastor of St. Columba, 
following the investiture of the ‘‘eight beatitudes’’ 
—the new monsignors—on Nov. 28. The ‘‘joy of 
our youth’’ included the Gloria and Credo sung 
plain chant in Latin, fitting the occasion like a well 
cut coat, made to measure. 


Now there’s a new ‘‘Latinity’’ foundation 
established in Rome, to create a ‘’second Spring’’ 
for the Latin language, according to Abbot Carlo 
Egger, the foundation’s president. He maintains 
that Latin is not a dead language and that it 
remains the official language of the Church. 


Archbishop Giovanni Benelli, assistant papal 
Secretary of State, in a message to the new 
foundation, laid low one of the old but mistaken 
stories explaining Latin’s use by the Church. It is 
not because Latin was the language of the country 
in which the Gospel was widely preached, as we 
were led to believe, he said. 


‘The reason is that the language of Cicero, 
Virgil, Augustine and St. Leo the Great is by its 
nature endowed with a charism of universality, 
clarity and conciseness of expression that is at once 
strong, forceful and pleasing.’’ No doubt he speaks 
it like a ‘‘native’’, as does Archbishop John Quinn. 


Wasted on youth? 


Another look back into the past came with the ° 


death of the noted English Jesuit Father Martin 
D’Arcy, the great author, theologian, philosopher 
and preacher, at age 88. As a chorister at London’s 
famous Farm. Street and Wimbledon Jesuit 
churches, it was my privilege to hear him often, 
among other notables of the age. However, 
youthful choristers are not noted for attention to 
sermons, so | cannot recall a single word, just the 
austere, lean look of a man whose fame spread 
throughout the world. 


He must be having a fine time now chatting with 
Knox, Lunn, Belloc, Chesterton and Newman and 
other ‘‘greats’’ of the Church. Father D’Arcy in 
recent years was to be seen and heard in Los 
Angeles at Mount St. Mary’s, Loyola, USC and 
Immaculate Heart. 


A friend of diocese 

A friend of many in this diocese, and certainly a 
true friend of the diocese was Father Joseph A. 
Cusack, who died Nov. 23 at the early age of 53, as 
recorded briefly last week in SC. Father Cusack had 
been president of the Extension Society, based in 
Chicago, which does so much to help parishes 
develop when they need an injection of funds, as 
several in this diocese can bear witness to. 


Father “Cusack came from a remarkable family of 
no less than 11 boys, of whom the four youngest

Now Baum 


It is sad to record that yet another name of a 
well-known theologian is added to those who have 
ceased to retain their priestly status. Gregory 
Baum, the noted Augustinian, has announced that 
he is leaving the active priesthood and applying for 
laicization. He is presently professor of religious 
studies and theology at the University of Toronto’s 
St. Michael’s College. 


Born to Jewish parents in Berlin in 1923, Baum 
was raised as an agnostic, though nominally 
Protestant. He fled Nazi Germany at the age of 16, 
went to England and then Canada. He became a 
convert to Catholicism while studying in Ontario, 
Canada and joined the Augustinians in 1954, upon 
ordination as a priest. He was a consultor to the 
Vatican Secretariat for Promoting Christian Unity 
and was an adviser during Vatican II: 


So Baum is added to a list of names of other 
theological leaders who have become laicized in 
this post-Vatican period: Charles Davis, Bernard 
Cooke, Anthony Padovano, and John Mackenzie, 
and priest-writers like Everly and Carroll. 


On the other hand 

By contrast with those who leave the priesthood, 
there is a litany of names of those who did not, in 
spite of pressures. Msgr. Tracy Ellis, who spoke 
recently of the divisiveness which has followed 
every council of the Church, (page 1 last week) also 
pointed out that some of the great and, provocative 
thinkers stayed within the magisterium ‘‘safe- 
guarded by. a true humility and_ spirit of 
obedience.’’ 


He said this was demonstrated by ‘‘such 
innovators and seminal minds as those of John 
Henry Newman (19th-century English cardinal and 
theologian), Pierre Teilhard de Chardin (20th-cen- 
tury Jesuit paleontologist) and Thomas Merton 
(U.S. Trappist priest and author),’’ 


Each of the men, Msgr. Ellis said, exemplified 
the view of the theologian, Jesuit Father Henri de 
Lubac, that ‘‘the ‘man of the church’ should speak 
out and enunciate his diverse opinions, indeed, 
even to the point of heroism as against the 
opposition of his adversaries and superiors, but he 
must remember that the ‘last word is not his.’ ’’ 


Misguided zeal 


It is interesting, and always alarming, to see how 
the American Civil Liberties Union and similar 
bodies move frantically to try to save the life of a 
convicted murderer who wants to die, yet 
consistently fight for women’s ‘‘rights’” to kill 
babies by abortion. Babies are obviously not 
Americans, with ‘‘civil liberties’.

inner the Christ child, but aiso as the time of 


commitments and the difficulties of 
preserving a long fidelity to goals, 
ideals and lifestyles in times of 
change. 


We are molded by the beliefs 
inculcated in us, perhaps from birth, 
and the rituals that express them. 
When they are challenged or con- 
sidered anachronistic, it is as though 
our own identity were threatened. 
Almost instinctively we will struggle 
against odds to maintain the form and 
rite that gives meaning to ourselves 
and our world. 


THE STEREOTYPE English man or 
woman in the tropics, who faithfully 
observes the custom of 4 o’clock tea 
and dining in formal dress at 8 p.m. 
amid silver and crystal, port and 
cigars while savages rampage around 
the compound is typical of this kind of 
reaction. Foolish as it-may seem to 
others, it is, in effect, their barricade 
against the insidious erosion of their 
““standards’’ by the casual and 
leisurely pace of tropical life. 


Many Catholics who cling to the 
“old’’ or pre-Vatican I! devotions and 
rituals are engaged in a similar battle 
for self-preservation and the mainten- 


ance of habits that have imbued their 


many years. It is not always easy to 
understand that although the outer 
signs may change, inner values will 
remain. 

There is a fidelity which is not 
dependent on form or custom—an 
inner faithfulness to commitment, 
whatever it may be, which is 
unaffected by changing times and 
circumstances. There is a strength of 
conviction which will survive conflict 
and challenge because it is rooted 
deeply within our person. 


WHEN OUR beliefs are really 
integrated and so much a part of 
ourselves that they make us what we 
are and in fact, are our identity, the 
outward expression of them is merely 
a means of communicating them to 
others and confirming them to 
ourselves. Then we may be secure 
enough to be stripped of all the 
trappings and yet remain faithful to 
what they symbolize in the inner core 
of our belief. 


Form and custom, rite and ritual, 
have immense value for us—not in 
themselves but in what they repre- 
sent. If they are not based on inner 
values and convictions, they are 


merely niceties, pleasant but point- 


resolution and-understanding, even 
the simplest of gestures may be 
fraught with significance and power. 


It is important, | think, to think 
about the meaning of the ‘‘traditions”’ 
and customs we take so much for 
granted at this time of the year. The 
religious significance of Advent is so 
lost upon our pagan society that even 
befere Advent» begins stores are 
proc: :iming ‘‘Merry Christmas’’ and 
carols beat out repeatedly in competi- 
tion with ringing cash register bells. 


SANTA CLAUS, the jester parody 
of once-revered St. Nicholas mingles 
with shopping crowds earlier each 
year and the Christmas creche takes 
its premature place among. the 
baubles and bells and phony snow. 
Even for some Christians, the weeks 
of Advent are no more than liturgical 
milestones abbreviating the time to 
Christmas celebration. : 


Then, perhaps, the old traditions of 
the Jesse Tree and the Advent Wreath 
may seem little more than ‘‘nice’’ 
things for the children to do! Would it 
change the way in which we prepare 
for this season if we really thought of 


it as not only a prelude to the birth of 


anticipating the Second Coming of the 
Savior? 


If our Advent observance and 
Christmas planning arose from the 
inner awareness of our need to recall 
that we are a waiting people, awaiting 
the coming and judgment of Christ, 
would we approach it in quite the 
same spirit that we do now? When we 
announce ‘‘| am ready for Christ- 
mas’’, does that mean that our gifts 
are packaged, our cookies baked and 
our. goodies .purchased—or does it 
mean that we.have looked into and 
examined ourselves and made our 
acts of reconciliation, so that we may. 
face our time of reckoning with a 
heartfelt ‘‘Maranatha!’’2 


IF THE SYMBOLS and rituals of 
Advent and Christmas are to have real 
and transforming meaning for us, we 
first need to discover that meaning for 
and in ourselves. Then, discovering it, 
we may communicate to the world and 
confirm it for ourselves in the richness 
of symbolism and rite. 


Then, at last, ‘‘O Come, O Come, 
Emmanuel” will be for us less a pretty 
carol than an avowal of abandonment 
to and acceptance of the presence and 


forgiving judgment of Jesus.

Praise for Bishop Chavez 


In reply to Vincent T. Scarano’s comments 
(SC, Nov. 11) on the liturgy at St. 
Catherine’s, Riverside, bringing attention to 
Proposition 14, our family was fully 
supportive of the manner in which Bishop 
Chavez led us in the celebration. 


The efforts of our bishop to instruct us on 
issues of social justice are legitimate 
theologically, The Christian believes that 
every action to build society upon a basis of 
justice and freedom finds its deepest 
meaning in the salvation achieved by Jesus 
Christ. Poverty, injustice, and the exploita- 
tion of people by fellow human beings can 
only be described asa situation of sin. 


Bishop Chavez’s leadership in building 
support for the farmworkers arises out of a 
deep compassion and critical reflection on 
the situation of the poor. In the past, too 
many gestures have done little to bring 
about needed change. Proposition 14 was 
not a perfect law, but, at least, it was a 
constructive step forward. 


We fail to'see how any Christian—or, for 
that matter, any person of good will—can 
rest with easy conscience while his brothers 
and sisters are oppressed. The liberation of 
the farmworkers must be an integral part of 
the ongoing mission of the Church. 


Our only regret in this respect was that the 
California bishops did not make their 
support of Proposition 14 unanimous, 


unequivocal, and more highly publicized. - 


Perhaps our state would not have had to bear 
the disgrace of having defeated Proposition

Eucharistic Congress inspiring 


I recently returned from the East where I 
attended the 41st Eucharistic Congress in 
Philadelphia. Never in my entire life—and 
that spans more than six decades—have I 
been present at anything so beautifu! and 
inspiring, from the opening day’s eucharistic 
Mass to the concluding papal Mass which 
more than 100,000 attended. 


Because of the ubiquity of the various 
events, I was unable to attend all of them, 
but two which stand out and which I shall 
never forget were these: 


(1) The Mass celebrated by a Filipino 
cardinal before an overflow congregation, 
mostly Flilpinos, at St. Peter’s church, under 
whose altar lie the remains of Blessed John 
Nepomucene Neumann, whose canonization 
is expected in a few months. 


(2) The Mass at old St. Joseph’s, oldest 
Catholic church in Philadelphia, whose 
celebrant was a_ full-blooded Mohawk 
Indian, and who recited the ‘‘Our Father’ in 
the Mohawk language. } 


As I said to several Catholic friends, if a 
person were the least bit skeptical of the 
profoundness of his religion, just being at 
the Eucharistic Congress would certainly 
dispel any of that skepticism. It is too bad it 
cannot be held more often than once in 50 
years in this country. 4

What Was Jesus’ Mission? 


All cures showed Jesus" 
power over forces of evil

One of the most engaging titles given to 
Jesus by Christian tradition is ‘‘Divine 
Physician.’’ Even a superficial reading of the 
Gospels reveals how justified this title is. On 
almost every page we see Jesus healing ills 
of all kinds. This particular activity was an 
essential part of His messianic mission. 


When John sent some of his disciples to 


Jesus, they said: ‘‘John the Baptizer sends: 


us to you with this question: ‘Are you ‘‘He 
who is to come”’ or do we look for someone 
else?’ (At that time He was curing many of 
their diseases, afflictions, and evil spirits; 
He also restored sight to many who were 
blind.) 


JESUS GAVE this response: ‘‘Go and 
report to John what you have seen and 
heard. The blind recover their sight, cripples 
walk, lepers are cured, the deaf hear, dead 
men are raised to life, and the poor have the 


good news preached to them’’ (Luke 
7:20-22). 


Jesus’ reply alluded clearly to Isaiah 
35:5-€, part of a poetic description of the 
return from the Babylonian Exile in terms 
reminiscent of the Exodus from Egypt. The 
New Testament, in its turn, interpreted the 
Christ-event as the ultimate, — definitive 
Exodus from sin to salvation. And so Jesus 
could point to His work of healing as a sign 
that the messianic age had dawned, that He 
was ‘‘He who is to come.”’ 


Jesus’ miracles must be kept in proper 
perspective. In an age not long past they 
were often presented as ‘‘proofs’’ of His 
divinity, as if divinity were something that 
could be demonstrated by a chain of 
reasoning! 


USED IN this way, their intimate relation 
to Jesus’ mission was perceived only dimly, 
if at all. That mission involved inaugurating 
of the reign of God. This, in turn, called for 
overthrowing the reign of evil, personified 
by Satan. 


That is why there is frequent mention of 
Jesus’ casting out of demons. Those assaults 
on the forces of evil were not all exorcisms in 
the technical sense; real diabolical posses- 
sion is a rare phenomenon. 


In the popular mind, however, there was a 
close tie-up between demonic actions and all 
ills: physical, psychic, cosmic. Consequently 
every cure, every demonstration of power 
over nature’s destructive forces pointed to 
Jesus’ messianic victory over the forces of 
evil. 


AND THIS was His mission. His cures 
were not something extrinsic to that mission, 
Signs pointing to its validity, although within 
limits they can be so used. 


The arch-enemy of God's reign in people’s 


hearts is sin; this is the enemy He came to 
conquer. In Matthew’s story of the Jesus’ 
birth, the angel tells Joseph, ‘‘She is to have 
a son and you are to name him Jesus 
because he will save his people from their 
sins’’ (Matthew 1:21). 


His very name spells out His life’s 


purpose: victory over sin. Of course He did 
not cure every afflicted person in Galilee 
during His ministry there. Had the healing 
of physical and emotional ills been His 
ultimate purpose, this would pose a 
problem. But through His cures and over 
and above them, He was aiming at the real 
evil: sin. 

ONE PARTICULAR miracle brings this 
out clearly: the cure of the paralytic whose 
friends let him down through an opening in 
the roof into the presence of Jesus. What 
they wanted was unmistakably clear. But 
before He granted their unspoken request, 
He said to the paralytic: “‘My son, your sins 
are forgiven’’ (Mark 2:5). This went to the 
heart of the matter; the physical cure which 
followed was secondary. 


This does not mean that Jesus was 
indifferent to human suffering as such, that 
He used illnesses simply as opportunities to 
demonstrate and effect His victory over sin. 
The Gospels eloquently testify to His deep 
sympathy and concern. The plight of the 
afflicted moved Him deeply. 


In Mark’s account of a leper’s cure, we 
read: ‘‘Moved with pity, Jesus stretched out 
his hand, touched him, and said: ‘I do will it. 
Be cured’ ’’ (Mark 1:41). Interestingly, 
many ancient manuscripts read ‘‘Moved 
with anger!’? Who among us has not 
experienced a frustration bordering close 
upon anger at seeing horrible suffering? 


In addition to many accounts of individual 
miracles, the Gospels give impressive little 
summaries, i.e., ‘As evening drew on, they 
brought him many who were possessed. He 
expelled the spirits by a simple command 
and cured all who were afflicted,...”’ 
(Matthew 8:16; see 12, 16; Mark 6:53-56). 

IN THE Acts of the Apostles, Luke 
parallels these summaries with references to 
the apostles’ healing activity (5:15-16). 
Finally, James’ letter indicates that this 


same concern for the sick continued in the 


Church. 


Notice, too, the double preoccupation with 
physical illness and the sickness of sin: ‘‘Is 


there anyone sick among you? He should ask ~ 


for the presbyters of the church. They in turn 
are to pray over him, anointing him with oil 
in the Name (of the Lord). 

“This prayer uttered in faith will reclaim 
the one who is ill,-and the Lord will restore 
him to health. If he has committed any sins, 
forgiveness will be his’’ (James 5:14-15).

What Is Healing? 


Isaiah foretold it as a 
sign of messianic times

Some of the happiest faces you will ever 
see are on people coming home from the 
hospital or rising from a sick bed. Along with 
a birth and a wedding, the best news we can 
hear is that a beloved friend or relative is 
well again. 


Healing is always good news. So 
wonderful an experience is it that the healed 
one will jump for joy—as in the case of the 
lame man in Acts. ‘‘And leaping, he stood 
and walked, and entered the temple with 
them, leaping and praising God.’’ (Acts 3:8) 


THE GIFT of healing is tirelessly reported 
in the New Testament. Isaiah foretold that 
healing would be a sign of the messianic 
times. (Isaiah 35:5-6) While the term healing 
is usually reserved for the cure of the sick 
body, the deepest healing is the cure of the 
sick soul. 


Salvation and redemption are the supreme 
forms of healing. Hence the sacraments— 
especially those of Baptism, Eucharist, 
Penance and anointing—are regular events 
of healing for all people who believe. 


Still, this broader and deeper notion of 
healing does not exclude the necessity of 
looking at the healing of physical ills by the 
gift of the Spirit. This gift of healing seems 
to have been more commonplace in New 
Testament times. In subsequent times, the 
gift was narrowed to lives of the saints, 
shrines such as Lourdes and the practice 
among some Protestants ssa as “‘faith 
healing.”’ 


IN RECENT history, the growth of the 
scientific mind, coupled with the marvelous 
advance of medicine had moved the 
possibility of a spiritual gift of healing to the 
margin of Christian practice. 


Some began to view the old healing stories 
as myth, or else psychosomatic cures that 
possessed no particular spiritual origin. If 
biblical people claimed there was some 
connection between sin and _ sickness, 
contemporary people countered that there 
was a link rather between one’s psychic 
health and physical well being. 


In addition we all know the bizarre stories 
of some people who refused common sense 


medical care and instead relied upon a 
miracle cure to handle the illness, with the 
tragic results of death in some cases (as in 
appendicitis). The growth of the charismatic 
renewal, with its testimonies about healing, 
raises the questions again for our time. 


BIBLICAL WRITERS testified to the 
possibility of a gift of healing coming from 
the Holy Spirit. They do not reject the 
possibility of healing by certified doctors, 
nor do they establish any principle that 
would exclude psychiatric help—had they 
known of it. The biblical record simply 
reserves the possibility of healing through 
the power of the Spirit as one of the 
approaches to a compassionate treatment of 
the sick. 


Hence the attitude toward healing should 
be broad enough to include all people who 
have a clinical interest in helping the sick to 
get well. Put perhaps in an oversimplified 
way, there should bea healing community in 
which body doctors, mind doctors and ‘‘soul 
doctors’’ could work together for the total 
good of the patient. The goal after all is the 
full health of the person—bodily, psychic 
and spiritual. 


The Church has always held to the 
possibility of cures resulting from spiritual 
means. To this day, three miracles are 
required for the canonization of the saints. 
At the same time, the Church remains every 
bit as skeptical as any scientist about a given 
cure until it seems demonstrably to be of 
divine origin. 

ANYONE WHO has read the critical 
approaches of a Devil’s Advocate in 
canonization procedures, or the _ strict 
evaluation procedures of the Church 
authorities at Lourdes is well aware that the 
Church does not advocate a naive view of 
miracle cures. 


What is unfair and unwarranted is the 
assumption that such a cure can’t happen. It 
is one-thing to deny the possibility and quite 
another to admit the possibility while taking 
a long, prudent and critical look at the 
matter. 


Yes, healing comes in many forms and 
from many sources. Let us praise God that 
such Good News—Gospel is still all around 
us.

**...the awareness that a community of believers cares

need money to make 
money so we need 
God in order to glorify God. 


Thus, our very desire for God is itself 
a gift from God. St. Paul tells us, **...no 
one can say, ‘Jesus is Lord’ unless he is 
under the influence of the Holy Spirit.”’ 
(1 Corinthians 12:3) 


BY BAPTISM we were made temples 
of the Holy Spirit: ‘‘Your body, you 
know, is the temple of the Holy Spirit, 
who is in you since you received him 
from God.’’ (1 Corinthians  6:19+) 
Therefore, it is God Himself who calls 
us to Himself from within our own 
bodies which are temples of the Holy 


Spirit. 
In the Gospel according to John we 
read, ‘‘ ‘...so that the love with which 


you loved me may be in them, and so 
that I may be in them.’ ’’ (John 17:26) 


And again, ‘‘ ‘If anyone loves me he 
will keep my word, and my Father will 
love him, and we shall come to him and 
make our home with-him.’ ’’ (John 
14:23) 


OR, ‘‘WE are in the true God, as we 


comes from God. (John 5:44) 


SITTING STILL long enough to 
glorify God within yourself is rather 
difficult when you havea strong urge to 
get up and do something important! 
Notice the incongruity. The meaning of 
“‘importance’”’ is relative to your sense 
of values. The need to glorify ourself 
with human approval makes havoc with 
the time and the peace of mind we need 
to glorify God in our body. 


Jesus, however, gives us the solution: 

‘Now has the Son of Man been 
glorified, and in him God has been 
glorified. If God has been glorified in 
him, God will in turn glorify him in 
himself.’ ’’ (John 13:31+) 


In otherwords, when God is glorified 
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in us, then will we be glorified and 


glorified by a share in God’s own glory. 


Thus, sit still and respond to that still 
quiet urge to glorify God within 


yourself. That urge comes from the Lord 
already present. All glory, except that 
which comes from God and is for God is 
vain. But only God can glorify Himself’ 
within you. Therefore, since God is 
already present in the one who desires 
Him, be at peace in your desire for God. 


Absolution: A Magic Eraser? 


When do we know that

Although Jesus healed many people of 
physical ailment, He was very careful to 
teach that this was not the main reason why 
He came. The evangelists were also careful 
to call those miracles ‘‘signs,’’ especially of 
the forgiveness of sins and of the healing it 
leads to. 

This, of course, smacks us with the 
question: When is our healing complete? 


A WOUND obviously isn’t healed if it’s 


AMStill festering or sore. It isn’t even healed 


completely when the scab falls off. 


Last week a lady told me that her 
daughter, who had broken her leg, was still 
limping after the cast was off because she 
had not yet regained confidence. 


So, although we would like to hope for 
instant healing, most wounds simply don’t 
and won’t heal fast. 


WHEN WE attempt to translate ‘this into 
spiritual need, I’m afraid we are prone to 
forget the axiom: Grace doesn’t destroy or 
contradict nature, but completes it.- 


The penchant to draw a strict line of 
distinction between nature and supernature 
has caused terrible confusion. 


And speaking of supernature, I wonder 
when Kellogg’s will finally send the four 
Superman records I ordered with three 
‘‘Pep’’ boxtops and $4.75, 


THE MYTH of a man changing instantly 
from weak Clark Kent into a powerful being’ 
is intriguing to us. And isn’t it interesting 
that he always does it privately before the 
effect becomes public? 


Is there an analogy here? 


A number of years ago a man I was 
instructing complained that whenever he 
and his wife had a spat, she’d trek off to 
confession for the peace of forgiveness and 
_leave him hanging. What had happened to 


the public effect of that private transforma-' 


tion? Or was the transformation real for her? 
The healing obviously wasn’t complete. 
Why? 

I THINK the trouble rises from our 
attempt to think of absolution as a magic 
eraser. It isn’t. The application of the 
medicine, the clean bandage or the 
cast—confidence in faith that God forgives 
us as soon as we’re open to receive 
Him—certainly are instant. But what about 
continuing soreness and that scab? And 
what about regaining confidence to walk 


without limping? 


Do we divide our lives into two 
compartments—one for private peace with 
our God and the other for our public wars? 
That’s insane. How in the world can we say, 
*‘Forgive us our sins as we forgive those who 
sin against us,’’ without blushing if we use 
our sacraments that way? 


Contrary to popular assumption, the 
Church has never promoted public confes- 
sion for private sins. But complete healing 
even for private offenses requires at least 
enough publicity for real reconciliation. 


PUBLIC PENANCE in an earlier age was 
prescribed for sins that were known publicly. 


The classic example was St. Ambrose’s 
command that the Roman emperor—was it 
Theodosius?—dress in sack cloth and beg 
for prayers at the entrance of the Cathedral 
in Milan because of injustice to the citizens 
of Thesalonica. The emperor did it because 
he knew the need for complete healing. 


Too bad there wasn’t an Ambrose around 
during the Watergate fracas. 


AND WHAT about our own squabbles? 
What parish doesn’t have them? 


Public celebration of God’s mercy and its 
power to heal us completely makes grand 
sense. 


Let’s not resist the movement of the Spirit 
in the fantastic reforms of our day. They’re 
rooted in almost 2,000 years of practical 
experience.

neither empty promises nor mere token 
symbols of loving support. 


These husbands and wives really prayed 
—at home, in church, during Mass, before 
meals, some even at 2:00 or 3:00 in the 
morning with alarms set for the designated 
hour. 


SUCH PETITIONS are both helpful and 
healing. We have the Lord’s own example 
and promise about the power of prayer to aid 
others in distress. In addition, however, the 
awareness that a community of believers 
cares enough to mention your name in 
prayer has by itself a very healing effect on 
the hurting person. 


We have found that to be the case with the 
General Intercessions or Prayer of the 
Faithful at our weekend and weekday 
Masses. The sick and sorrowing are pleased 
and encouraged when they hear or learn 
their situation has been placed in prayer 
before the entire worshiping congregation. 


Petitions like these form an appropriate 
part of the General Intercessions, but its 
concerns should reach beyond the immedi- 
ate needs of a few or of the local area. 


ARTICLE 45 of the Missal’s General 
Instruction explains that in the ‘‘prayer of 
the faithful, the people exercise their 
priestly “function by interceding for all 
mankind. It is appropriate that this prayer be 
included in all Masses celebrated with a 
congregation, so that intercessions may be 
made for the Church, for civil authorities, for 
those oppressed by various needs, for all 
mankind, and for the salvation of the 
world.’’ 


The usual order of petitions to be followed 
touches on the needs of the Church, then 


television news on Friday, the Saturday 
morning paper and the radio reports will 
readily provide issues on the minds of that 
weekend’s worshipers. 


Spontaneous petitions from the congrega- 
tion are normally ineffective for large, 
Sunday Masses. They tend to be subjective 
and inaudible. 


The people’s response ought to vary, but 
not too often. In the latter instance, the 
community’s lack of familiarity with the 
frequently changed phrase will bring an 
uncomfortable insecurity and result in a 
weakly sung or spoken reply. 


Attractive banners displaying the congre- 
gation’s response facilitates a strong reply, 
even when alternated, for example, every 
month. 


A concluding petition, ‘‘For your personal 
intentions,’’ accompanied by a suitable 
silent pause, individualizes the General 
Intercession and has proven very popular in 
our parish. 


Those who assemble for small group 
Masses, as on weekdays, and speak forth on 
the spot petitions need ta be reminded 
occasionally that the Prayer of the Faithful 
has a worldwide vision. We as a 
congregation pray not only for our family 
and friends, but for all mankind. 


Parishioners should every now and then 
be publicly encouraged to submit the names 
of persons in need to the parish priests or 
committee in charge of the General 


Intercessions. Then when someone has been 
unfortunately omitted, the responsibility 
falls on the total community rather than on 
the human, limited person or persons who 
prepare the petitions.

Talking Point—capital punishment 


Death penalty and Catholics—where do we stand? 


Where do Catholics stand on the death penalty? 
How clear is the Church’s teaching on this matter? 
What have the bishops of the United States to say? 
In view of the current controversy over the use of the 
death penalty, this article reviews the situation for 
Catholics. 


By Jim Castelli 


The Supreme Court’s reinstatement of the death 
penalty and the somewhat grotesque case of Gary 
Mark Gilmore, the Utah*condemned man who asked 
to be executed, have renewed public debate about 
capital punishment. 


The death penalty is a divisive issue within the 
Catholic Church. A national poll, for example, found 
a strong majority of Catholics in favor of the death 
penalty. ae 

A previously unreported staff document prepared 
by the Pontifical Commission for Justice and Peace 
supports the U.S. Church’s position opposing the 
death penalty and suggests that a more detailed 
‘‘nastoral’’ statement be issued. 


The commission paper supports ‘‘a_ pastoral 
attitude that says: for the ethical values involved and 
because of the lack of probative arguments to the 
contrary, the abolition of capital punishment is to be 
favored. 


THE COMMISSION paper suggests that the U°S. 
bishops address their opposition to the death penalty 
in the same ‘‘respect for life’’ context as their 
opposition to abortion and euthanasia. 


This, in fact, is exactly the approach used by some 
Church people who oppose the death penalty. 
Bishop Bernard Flanagan of Worcester, Mass., for 
example, called the death penalty ‘‘brutal’’ and 
“‘barbaric’’ and ‘‘gravely counter-productive’’ to the 
“pro-life crusade. ’’ 


A number of bishops and church organizations 
have opposed capital punishment. For example: the 
four bishops heading dioceses in New Jersey; 
Bishop Louis Gelineau of Providence, R.I.; Cardinal 
John Cody of Chicago; Archbishop John Quinn of 
Oklahoma City; Bishop Carroll Dozier of Memphis,

IN OCTOBER, 1975, Pope Paul pleaded for 
clemency for Basque terrorists scheduled to be 
executed by Spain. When the executions were 
carried out, the Pope expressed his ‘‘bitterness’’ 
toward a ‘‘murderous repression.’’ 


The statements made by all of these people and 
groups make similar points which form the basis of a 
growing Catholic opposition to capital punishment: 

—AIl life belongs to God and man does not have 
the right to decide who will live and who will die. 


—The death penalty is irreversible: this means 
that a sentence cannot be taken back. if the 
condemned person is later proved innécent. It also

cuts off any opportunity for rehabilitation and 


repentance. 


—The death penalty has been imposed dispro- 
portionately on blacks and other minority groups. 


‘“‘Like many other issues,’’ according to Father 
James Sheehan, executive director of the National 
Catholic Conference for Interracial Justice. ‘‘without 
being explicitly a racial issue, this is a racial issue.’’ 


—The way the death penalty is imposed today 
exchanges ‘‘one horror for another.’’ 


A brief filed a year ago by a number of religious 
groups argues, ‘‘in place of physical cruelty, we 
substitute an exquisite torment—the months and 
years that intervene between sentence and 
execution, while the miserable condemned man 
alternates between hope and fear, not knowing from 
stay to stay what his fate will be.’’ 


At the same time, the condemned person is 
treated as though he were ‘‘already dead.’’ It was 
apparently this ‘‘exquisite torment’’ which led 
Gilmore to seek his own execution. 


—The question of whether the state has the right 
to impose the death penalty to protect itself must be 
seen within the context of the justification for the 
death penalty and its impact on society. 


—The death penalty cheapens all life and teaches 
brutality. 


‘‘Back in 1764,’’ noted Bishop Durick, ‘’a wise 
and compassionate Christian lawyer in Italy, Cesare 
Bonesana Beccaria, made the first great plea for an 
end to capital punishment. Among other things he 
pointed out ferocity of punishment breeds ferocity of 
character, even in the noncriminal public. This is as 
true today as it was in Beccaria’s day.’’ 


AMERICAN CHURCHES which had opposed the 
death penalty held activity onthe issue in abeyance 
during the nine years since the last execution, said 
the Rev. John Adams, an activist Methodist minister 
now involved in the National Coalition Against the 
Death Penalty. 


When the Supreme Court outlawed the death 
penalty in 1972, most people thought the issue was 
settled. But the court’s reversal this summer, 
restoring the death penalty under some conditions, 
caught church people by surprise.” 


One priority, according to the Rev. Adams, is to 
‘‘reeducate’’ the memberships of the churches. A 
number of churches are working through the 
National Coalition to do this and to work politically 
against the death penalty. 


THREE CATHOLIC groups—the National Feder 
ation of Priests’ Councils, the National Coalition of 
American Nuns and the U.S. Jesuit Conference—are 
members of the coalition and others may join, 
although Catholic groups are also working outside 
the coalition. 


The U.S. Catholic Conference (USCC) committee 
on social development and world peace will discuss 
the death penalty at its Jan. 19 meeting, according 
to Francis Butler, associate secretary for domestic 
social development.

Butler noted that the bishops’ Bicentennial ‘‘Call 
to Action’’ conference called on all levels of the 
Church to take action against the death penalty. 


HE SAID HIS office will distribute to dioceses 
resource material such as Catholic statements of 
opposition to the death penalty. Butler said the 
committee might recommend that the USCC staff 
help local church groups organize on the issue, file a 
friend of the court brief in pending death penalty 
bases before the Supreme Court, or both. 


But whatever the committee does, Butler said, ‘if 
the Church is going to work as an advocate for life, it 
will have to be on an interfaith basis and in 
coalitions.’’ Much Catholic activity in recent months 
has already been in such coalitions. 


In fact, the death penalty has already produced 
some surprising bedfellows. Pro-life groups which 
have battled the American Civil Liberties Union over 
abortion have worked with the ACLU in opposing the 
death penalty. 


ALSO, SOME anti-war groups such as the pacifist 
Fellowship of Reconciliation are active in opposing 
the death penalty. 


The Gilmore case surprisingly focused attention 
on the Utah death penalty law, but a larger number 
of people face executions in Texas, Georgia and 
Florida, the three states whose laws were 
specifically upheld by the Supreme Court. 


Church groups have been active in Dallas, Austin, 
and San Antonio, Tex. In Dallas, prison chaplain 
Bishop Durick has spoken out strongly as an 
individual against the death penalty and Bishop 
Thomas Tschoepe of Dallas has named an official 
representative to the Dallas Coalition Against the 
Death Penalty. Similar activity is going on in Florida 
and Georgia. 
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Builds ‘community of trust’ a 


personnel to care and share

Credo, the Latin word for ‘‘I believe’’, has 
been translated by the Navy into ‘‘caring 
and sharing”’ in a program designed to build 
a “‘community of trust,’’ according to 
chaplains. 


The five-year-old program designed by 
the Navy Chaplain Corps is directed by the 
Rev. (Lt. Cdr.) Vincent Carroll, of the United 
Church of Christ, assisted by Father (Lt.) 
Thomas Schutte. With two other staff 
members they conduct Credo programs and 
run the center, known as Credo House. 


REV. CARROLL said Credo emphasizes 
the sacredness of the human being. “‘This is 
the ultimate reality. We owe our lives to 
God. He created us. It is our task to carry 
that message to the people,’’ he said. 


“Fifty per cent of those who come into 
Credo are in many ways turned off to 
iything institutional, especially the institu- 
tional Church, be they Catholic, Protestant, 
1 Adventist,’’ said Father Schutte. ‘‘We get 
hem involved in a process of trusting.’’ 


oa a 


Credo helps people to grow by learning 
rom their experiences, the priest said. From 
is growth cornes two main aspects of 


Credo, ‘“‘using the laity and _ building 
community. The result is our objective— 
becoming. 


‘SAND THAT’S a three-fold process. We 
iave first to reach into ourselves. Secondly, 
e have to reach out to others—relate to 
others, accept others. And finally, we have 
to reach up to God.” 

The Credo House on Harbor Drive in San 
Diego provides a place for the community 
that is formed on a 72-hour workshop at the 
YMCA camp in Julian to meet and grow. 

There are 20 to 40 workshops conducted 
yearly, each attended by 30 to 40 military 
personnel and dependents. 


ON THE 72-hour workshop, conducted 
from a Friday to Sunday, ‘‘we go through a 
process we call getting in touch with one’s 
feelings—painful feelings people very often 
never get in touch with,’”’ explained Father 
Schutte. 


“‘We have a certain set of songs we use. 


’ Church, 


The first set deals with alienation, rejection, 
frustration, anger, violence, all on a personal 
level. 


“Then we go to the societal level. And 
from the societal level of all these painful 
themes we say, ‘Hey no matter how bad 
things are, you still can have hope...for 
change.’ This change can be vrought about 
by those who trust and care for each other,”’ 
said the Catholic chaplain. 


“We get people to take a risk in trusting 
each other.’ 


THERE IS a atmosphere of celebration by 


. Sunday morning, said Father Schutte. The 


participants have discovered community— 
people who care, who help each other, he 
added. 


And in that celebration, he said, an 
invitation is given to share in a worship 
service. 


For the other SO per cent, who are 
Christ-oriented and not turned off to the 
Credo conducts a_ spirituality 
workshop in which “‘Christ is the focal 
point,’’ said Father Schutte. It is modeled on 
the 72-hour workshop. 


FOR BOTH workshops, he explained, a 
follow-up program is conducted at Credo 
House. One night a week for five weeks 
those who attend the 72-hour. workshop 
group for two-and-a-half hours “‘share their 
feelings, their problems and continue’ this 
caring and sharing,’’ said the priest-chap- 
lain. 

The spirituality workshop participants 


group once a week for three weeks ‘‘to 
expand or to continue what took place in 


‘the workshop,’” he related. 


The Credo House is open Monday-Friday, 
8 a.m.-10:30:p.m. About 9,000 passed 
through its doors last year. 


A library includes books on theology and 
psychology, and theses on Credo. 


THERE IS a worship service nightly at the 
center.. Father Schutte celebrates Mass on 
Mondays and Wednesdays and Rev. Carroll 
conducts a Protestant eucharistic service 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. A Episcopalian lay 
leader conducts a prayer service on Fridays.

Sister urges action 


Soviet Jews need U.S. aid

A Catholic Sister. who 
heads a task force to help 
Soviet Jewry told a meeting 
of Christians and Jews this 
week that if the people of the 
United States lose interest in 
the Jews of the Soviet Union, 
‘‘their cause is lost.”’ 

Sister Ann Gillen, execu- 
tive director of the National 
Interreligious Task Force 
said, ‘‘We have a deeper 
responsibility today because 
we know the power — of 
organized public opinion.”’ 

SHE ADVISED her listen- 
ers to maintain pressures on 
the Russian Communists 


over the release of. all 
prisoners.

Soviet Union continues, she 
reported, but at a much 
reduced rate.

He cited a difference with his 
religious order and unsuccessful attempts to 
become a diocesan priest as reasons for the 
decision. Born to Jewish parents in 
Germany, Father Baum was raised as an 
agnostic, though nominally Protestant. He 
has taught at St. Michael’s College here 
since 1961. 


Indiana can’t restrict abortion 


WASHINGTON—The Supreme Court up- 
held a lower court decision which struck 
down an Indiana law requiring that first 
trimester abortions be done by doctors in 
hospitals or licensed health facilities. The 
earlier ruling said the Indiana law conflicted 
with the Jan. 22, 1973, Supreme Court 
rulings on abortion. Among other things, 
those rulings said states could impose no 
restrictions on first trimester abortions. 


Polish bishops attack govt. 
ROME—According to reports here the 
bishops of Poland, in a strongly-worded 
pastoral letter read in all Polish churches last 
week, appealed to Catholics to oppose their 
government’s ‘‘hateful, brutal campaign 
against the Church.’’ In the letter, the 
strongest yet ina series of public statements 
by the Polish Church, the bishops decried a 
‘‘stepped-up program to: atheize’’ Poland. 


Mass. obscenity laws upheld 
BOSTON—The Massachusetts Supreme 


Court upheld the constitutionality of 1974 
‘ statutes 


enacted. to bring the state’s 
obscenity law in line with federal court 
decisions. The statutes provide for civil 


injunctions and criminal punishments for the 
dissemination of obscene materials. Op; 
ponents of the laws held that they were 
“‘unconstitutionally vague’’ in their defini- 
tions of obscene material. 


Woman priest makes history 
LONDON—For the first time in England 
recently Holy. Communion Service (Mass) 
was celebrated by a woman, the Rev. Alison 
Palmer of the U.S. Episcopal Church. But 
because of legal complications the Mass was 
not celebrated in an Anglican church. The 
Church of England (Anglican) accepts the 
principle of ordination of women, but has not 
yet decided where and how this should be 
implemented. As a result women priests 
from other Churches of the Anglican 
Communion may not officiate at a public 
Eucharist at an Anglican church here. 


D.C. abortions ‘horrify’ prelate 


WASHINGTON—Cardinal William Baum 
has expressed “‘horror’’ at the abortion rate 
here and called for an end to the, legal 
protection being given to what he termed an 
“‘evil ideology’’ which has enslaved many. 
The cardinal’s comments came after it was 
revealed last week that for the first time in 
the nation’s capital the number of abortions 
exceeded the number of births.. 


‘U.S.-Soviet detente unlikely’ 


MIDDLETOWN, Conn.—Father Zenon A. 
Smilga, new president of the Lithuanian 
Roman Catholic Priests’ League of América, 
says U.S.-Soviet detente is an illusion. True 
friendship between the two nations is only 
wishful thinking, he said. ‘‘Americans are so 
good and sometimes so naive,’’ said Father 
Smilga. Speaking of the communists, he 
added: “‘Their methods are still the same. 
Their purpose is to take over the world.’’

‘Interfaith’ parish established 


KINGSTON, Jamaica—The Friars of the 
Atonement have opened their first interfaith 
parish, a joint Catholic-Anglican venture, in 
Bridgeport near here.
